Taxpayers Are 
Reminded They 


Are Responsible 


A. J. O'Donnell, Jr., 
District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, reminds 
taxpayers that they are re- 
sponsible for all entries 
and supporting documents 
in their Federal tax 
returns. This is true, he 
said, no matter who pre- 
pares the return, 

Tax advisors, whether 
they be taxpayer assistance 
personnel of Internal Re- 
venue or private practi- 
tioners, can only rely upon 
the information furnished 
by the taxpayer. Their pri- 
mary functionistotransfer 
information from the tax- 
payer to the proper places 
on the tax form. 

Mr. O’Donnell suggest- 
ed that taxpayers seeking 
assistance should review 
last year’s return and read 
current instructions first, 
Frequently, a deduction or 
item of income is missed 
because the advisor was not 
furnished with the neces- 
sary information,

the return and liability for

Control of thripsin Ala- 
bama does not necessarily 
mean more cotton per acre! 
In fact, untreated plots in 


The main benefit from 
the control of thrips re- 
sults from amore uniform, 
vigorous growth of the 
young plants. However, 
visible differences usually 
disappear by the time the 
cotton is 4 to 6 weeks 
of age. 

The disadvantages from 
controlling thrips are: (1) 
Increases cost of cotton 
production. (2) Results in 
no increase in yield. (3) 
Destroys beneficial insect 
populations that aid in the 
control of a major pest-- 
the bollworm. 

Southern blight or 
‘‘white mold’ is a de- 
structive disease of pea- 
nuts in Alabama and other 
peanut-growing states. The 
blight is caused by a soil 
fungus which attacks roots 
and soil level parts of pea- 
nuts and many other plants.
